I know a young farm er in 
Michigan who this past spring 
had the misfortune to get kicked 
by a cow — a blow which broke 
his leg in two places. This acci­ 
dent, of all times, happened just 
at the crucial period when his 
crops needed to go in. Imagine 
his predicament — with 
the 
prospect of hav ing to lie in the 
hospital for a month or more 
when he should be plowing his 
land and planting his seeds. 
But the whole community ral­ 
lied. Neighbors took turns milk­ 
ing his cows. They had a plow’- 
ing bee; and 20 tractors turned 
up to plow and prepare his 
fields. TTiey planted and tended 
his corn and harv ested his first 
crop of hay. 
Just 
now, 
this 
young farmer is able to take 
ov er In normal manner his farm 
work. H has, indeed, had an ex­ 
perience he nev er will forget. 
He was stuck! — and the whole 
neighborhood rallied to get him 
out. 
What miracles would happen 
if only that kind of a spirit got 
abroad in all the world! During 
World War II Bishop Francis 
J. McConnell wrote a book en­ 
titled: “The Church After the 
W ar.” Among other things the 
Bishop said (I quote from mem­ 
ory): “One way to make sure 
that there nev er will be another 
w ar is to show such good-will 
toward each other that there 
nev er could be any possible rea­ 
son for fighting agairx” 
G. K. Chesterton has stated 
in his inimitable way the truth, 
and challenge, of all this by 
pointing out that “we men and 
women are all in the same boat, 
upon a stormy sea. We owe to 
each other a terrible and tragic 
loyalty."

“Westminster

England, is entirely nonsectari­ 
an. We feel the abbey belongs to 
the 
p eop le.

those who ex clu de themselv es.” 
Interior Restored 
The abbey ’s 900th y ear coin­ 
cides with comp letion of the re­ 
storation of its interior, which 
was begu n at the time of Qu een 
Elizabeth 
Ifs 
coronation 
in 
1953. The stonework now look s 
cleaner than for many y ears. 
The Isle of Thoms amidst the 
riv erside marshes of Westmin­ 
ster. some miles to the west of 
the old City of London, first had 
a monastic fou ndation as early 
as the 7 th centu ry . The Great 
Chu rch of Abbey of St. Peter 
was finished by King Edward 
the Confessor in 1065 . 'Die k ing, 
who was afterward declared a 
saint, is bu ried there.

liam the Conq u eror, on Christ­ 
mas Day of 1D66.

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LIMIT ON LONG WIND 
Britain’s House of Lords is considering a i 
time limit on speeches. A motion has been 
introduced providing that ordinary peer* 
be held to IO minutes of oratory at a 
time. Government and opposition leaders 
would be allowed 20. The idea has been 
accepted in principle, but not made an 
official rule. 
Such a rule would be welcome in Con­ 
gress, where many members’ favorite music 
is the sound of their own voices. The one 
salvation for the auditors is the custom of 
permitting members to have their “extend­ 
ed remark s” printed in the record, which 
encourages them not to say it all on the 
floor. 
Any time limit rule would have to be 
framed carefully so as not to curb free 
discussion. But that would be exactly one 
k ey purpose of such a rule—to leave more 
time for real discussion of bills that now 
get smothered by long speeches. 


ODDS ON BIKE SAFETY 
The National Safety Council and the 
Bicycle Institute of America share a grow­ 
ing concern about accidents involving bik e 
riders. They ought to. An estimated seven 
and a half million bicycle* will be in use 
for school 
transportation, 
from grade 
schools to colleges, when classes resume 
this fall. The number of young riders hurt 
In accidents could be reduced by greater 
attention to two important factors—traffic 
rules, and the condition of eq uipment. 
Observance of rules of the road is the 
most significant factor. The Safety Council 
reports that failure to abide by these rules 
is a principal cause in two out of three 
bicycle accidents. But one out of five bik es 
involved in these accidents was defective 
in some way. Poor brak es or wobbly steer­ 
ing it is obvious, are lik ely to compound 
the danger of faulty bicycle driving. 
The value of a safety check of bicycles 
to be used for school transportaion is ap­ 
parent. Young riders should also be en­ 
couraged to refresh their k nowledge of 
the rules of the road. 
The most important of these is compli­ 
ance with all traffic regulations, including 
stop signs and lights. The others are pretty 
much common sense: k eep to the right, ride 
in a straight line, give pedestrians the 
right of way, avoid carry ing passengers, 
look to right and left at intersections, and 
so on. Following the rules is no guarantee 
against accidents, but it considerably raises 
the odds on safety.

In a short but angry commentary the influen­ 
tial newspaper charged that the card, though its 
authors were anonymous, was part of the anti- 
French campaign under way in the United States. 
Thus does man bite dog. How long ago was it 
that the French belittled “materialistic” Amer­ 
icans while reaching for their dollars? 
Who In Europe has not made disparaging re­ 
mark s about the “typical American tourist"? For 
generation! he was pushed around, cheated, gen­ 
erally abused. 
What American college girl or school teacher 
in q uest of European culture will ever forget the 
weary waiting in tourist offices? 
At last the much-maligned American tourist 
is having his revenge. He still goes to Europe 
but for a much shorter stay. And often he avoids 
Paris and other unfriendly cities. 
It has Anally dawned on the Europeans that 
U.S. propaganda to “see America first” is begin­ 
ning to hurt their tourist business. They see a 
threat to their hotels and overrated luxury trades. 
Even President de Gaulle’s government, which 
is responsible for much of the anti-American prop­ 
aganda in Europe, has become alarmed. It now 
urges Frenchmen to be polite to Americans. 
To be sure, the card that aroused Le Monde’s 
Ire overstated the case somewhat. The French, 
strictly speak ing, are not really anti-American, 
despite De Gaulle’s propaganda. They dislik e all 
foreigners. 
In fact, a Paris driver careening through 
murderous traffic would just as soon hit an Eng­ 
lishman, a Swede or another Frenchman as an 
American. 
However, the nonymous authors of the card 
that urged Americans to see the United States 
first made sense. 
For if it is culture that the college girl and 
school teacher seek — why not tak e 
a good look 
at the United States? 
Our painters and musicians have created new 
landmark s in art. Our young novelists are more 
interesting than any that have risen in Europe 
since World War II. Long lines of Parisians wait 
on Sunday in front of Champs Elysees movie 
houses to see Hollywood's “B” productions rather 
than French pictures. 
A group of young French men and women who 
recently toured the United States was amazed 
by the grandeur and physical beauty of America. 
They were even Impresaed by our motels and, 
believe it or not, by the orderliness of our traffic. 
The late T. H. White, the brilliant British 
novelist who toured the U.S. in 1963, left a 
memorable image of the country in his book 
“America At Last” just published. 
Here is a typical passage: 
“We have gathered a sort of momentum of 
travel which does not k now how to stop, and all 
the mountains, desserts, rivers, forests, homes, 
people, k indness, warmth love (yes love), novelty, 
discovery, beauty, 
grandeur, simplicity youth, 
vigor, enormousness of the United States combine 
to look over our shoulder and say, ‘Don’t go.’ ” 
Don’t get me wrong: I still love Paris (though 
not in the spring, which is always cold). But see 
America first.

Mothers often add to the confusion. 
They ’re too emotionally involved to be helpful 
and w’ould do well to sit in the waiting room. 
Successful treatment is usually more helpful if 
dentist, nurse and child are left alone to work 
out the problem. 
If a fter two o r three a ppo intment# there is no 
impro v ement In rela tio n! between pa tient a nd 
dentist, try a no ther dentist. 
A different perso n­ 
a lity , new a ppro a ch, different surro unding s, o ften 
wo rk wo nders. 
If this fails, the dentist, in consultation with 
the pediatrician, might prescribe medication to 
sedate the child, one dose given before bedtime 
and another some hours before her appointment. 
This is a simple painless treatment, and with 
some k ids it's the perfect remedy. 
Sometimes specialists in children's dentistry , 
pedodontists they ’re called, can better cope with 
these problem patients. They and their staffs are 
trained and eq uipped to amelioate wild episodes. 
On rare occasions it’s necessary to hospitalize 
children, put them to sleep, and prepare and fill 
their cavities.

“My colt was on the outside 
coming around the turn where 
the rail was and it took him so 
wide, I thought we might end up 
in the grandstand. A horse on 
the outside is at a decided dis­ 
advantage because of the angle 
which pushes out so wide.” 
“ My Filly was scared to death 
of it,” said Faraldo. ’’She doesn't

He’s a big hitter and a fine putter. . . . Arnold Palmer is past his 
peak and seemingly unable to mount his old time back-nine 
"charges.” Palm er made himself a young millionaire but sacrificed 
some of his matchless skills. Ju st involved in too many things. 
Tradition was also against Palmer in his effort to win the 19 65 
PGA at Laurel Valley in Ligonier, Pa. “No pro has even won the 
PGA on his home course,” Sarazen noted, "and I doubt if Palmer 
can do it.” 


The Fresh Meadow Story 


Sarazen told an interesting story about hi* 19 81 PGA loss 


to Tommy Armour. "It was the pro at Freak Meadows in Long 
Island that year,” he recalled. “ Armour and I came to the 86th 
green all even. He v a l 85 feet away and I had a 20-footer. It 
suddenly flashed through my mind that I w as the home pro and 
no pro had ever won on his home course. I didn’t have to wait 
long for the proof. Armour sank his 85-footer for a birdie-8 and 
I missed my putt. 
There is a sequel to the story. Sarazen quit his Fresh Meadow's 
post between seasons and returned in 19 32 to capture his first U. S. 
Open. That same year he won the British Open. 
Only three players — Sarazen, Ben Hogan and Gary Player — 
have won the Big Four (U. S. Open. British Open, PGA and Mas­ 
ters) — and the Squire has had many great moments in his phe­ 
nomenal career. But his biggest thrill? Winning the U. S. and British 
Opens in the same year (19 32). 
“I think I collected $1500 for the two titles together," quipped 
Gone. "Nowadays it casts that much for a caddie in one week.”

Gene has strong reservations about the switch In U. S. Open 


format from a 8-day to 4-day tournament. “ The final 86 holes 
in one day made the Open a tournament apart,” he said. “ It 
w'as the world’* greatest test of golf, skill and endurance. Now 
it’s Just another 72-hole tournament — another sport* conces­ 
sion to television.” . . . Sarazen, Hogan and other greats of 
yesteryear have also been openly critical of the USGA’s rule 
autom atlcaly qualifying only ex-champions of the last five years. 
Sarazen has retired from active competition, except the Mas­ 
ters, Hogan refuses to try to qualify. 


‘They were worried about a half dozen fellows clogging up the 
course,” he went on. “They replaced them with players who take 
four to five hours to play an 18-hole round." 
The USGA couldn’t have been thinking about fellows like Gene 
Sarazen. the man in the knickers who was the fastest playing pro­ 
fessional of his time. Two weeks ago he matched par in the second 
round of the Thunderbird. 
But if Gene Sarazen and Ben Hogan want to play in the U. S.
